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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whoteiwould-have been obvious atthe time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
et al (6,862,223). The reference to Lee teaches the basic structure of a byte-alterable 
memory array having a select gate device which is integrated with a split-gate memory 
cell, and where the gate of the select gate MOSFET is controlled independently from 
the gate of the split-gate memory cell, as claimed. See, for example, the representative 
array depicted in FIG. 17 of Lee, where word lines are tied to the gates of the split-gate 
memory cell, and source lines are tied to the sources of the select gate MOSFET 
devices. In addition, bit lines may be tied to the drains of the split-gate memory cell, and 
select lines may be tied to the select gates of the select gate MOSFET devices. 

The claimed voltage schemes are also within the scope of this reference, which 
also utilizes such well known structures as silicon dioxide dielectrics.
